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IN  THE  BEGINNING 

A  wilderness  of  stunted  oaks  in  sheltered  glens, 
Beneath  whose  shades  sequestered  beds  of  fern 
And  fragrant  herbs  concealed  from  prying  eyes 
The  lairs  of  rodents  and  of  nesting  birds. 

On  wind-swept  hillsides  and  in  shadowed  fens 
Or  lupined  meadows,  rudely  fashioned  cabins, 
Whose  builders  held  no  title  save  possession, 
Defended  by  defiance  of  the  law. 

Beneath  dark-leafened  hillocks  stretched  a  sward 
Of  grass-grown  swales  that  fed  a  herd  of  kine, 
Near  whitened  structures  of  a  dairy  farm. 

Above  all  these,  kept  constant  watch  and  ward 
The  bushy  outlines  of  Strawberry  Hill, 
Fruited  and  flowered  by  tangles  of  dark  vines 
That  furnished  loot  for  truant  berry  pickers. 

Then,  stretching  onward  to  the  sea. 
Wild  wastes  of  vagrant  dunes  of  shifting  sand, 
Save  here  and  there,  where  Nature's  bounteous  touch, 
Jealous  of  ugliness,  had  spread  in  pink  and  gold 
Soft  mantles  of  the  blossoms  of  Abronia* 
And  rosy-flowered  Mesembryanthemum,** 
Relieving  desert  wastes  with  perfumed  bloom, 
Till,  driven  back  by  lines  of  angry  surf 
That  battled  beauty's  inroads  ceaselessly.

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ITTLE  by  little,  from  out  of  unsightly  wastes  of  wind-swept  acres,  moved  by 


I  public  spirit  and  the  demands  of  a  busy  people  that  had  no  fitting  sanctuary  for 
— ^  idle  hours,  there  grew  into  splendid  existence  what  has  been  generally  conceded 
to  be  the  most  beautifully  situated,  most  artistically  conceived,  and,  in  view  of  the 
many  obstacles  that  had  to  be  surmounted,  the  best  planted  park  in  the  world. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  enter  into  any  extended  historical  review  of 
the  inception,  the  progress  and  the  ultimate  fruition  of  generous  enterprise  that  led  to 
the  evolution  of  Golden  Gate  Park  out  of  so  striking  a  minimum  of  natural  advantages. 

All  such  more  extended  details  were  ably  recorded  at  length  in  previous  reports, 
notably  those  of  1910  and  1912.  The  City's  honorable  officials,  as  well  as  a  large  num- 
ber of  public-spirited  citizens  whose  interest  in  the  Park's  welfare  inspired  concern  for 
its  proper  beautification.  have  kept  in  close  touch  with  them  from  the  beginning  to  its 
present  state  of  enduring  perfection.  But  it  is  believed  that  those  who  have  not  fol- 
lowed the  almost  magical  growth  of  Golden  Gate  Park  from  that  beginning  to  the 
splendid  picture  that  is  now  presented,  might  read  with  interest  a  brief  epitome  touch- 
ing upon  the  main  features  of  its  genesis  and  early  progress. 


First  of  all,  it  might  be  well  to  recall  that  the  selection  of  the  1,013  acres  comprising 
the  present  limits  of  Golden  Gate  Park  was  arbitrary  in  a  sense,  and  not  one  offering 
a  choice  of  several  locations  after  careful  search  and  mature  deliberation.  i\s  a  matter 
of  fact,  no  other  site  was  available  within  convenient  distance  from  the  center  of  a 
rapidly  growing  city,  but  it  may  be  said  to  have  been,  after  all,  a  fortunate  provision 
of  Destiny  that  it  was  the  only  site,  either  in  popular,  economic  or  topographical 
features,  that  could  have  been  selected. 

It  lies  within  the  limits  of  the  original  Pueblo  Lands,  allocated  to  the  Pueblo  of 
San  Francisco,  under  the  authority  of  its  original  founders.  This  area  comprised  four 
square  leagues  of  land  lying  between  the  Presidio  Reservation  on  the  north,  Divisadero 
Street  on  the  east.  Twenty-second  Street  and  the  Rancho  de  la  Laguna  de  Merced  on 
the  south,  and  the  Pacific  Ocean  on  the  west.  Also  within  these  four  square  leagues 
were  included  all  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  embryo  city  itself,  whose  titles  had  not 
been  vested  in  actual  settlers. 

Surrounding  the  1,013  acres  that  were  eventually  to  become  Golden  Gate  Park 
were  many  holdings  upon  what  were  known  as  Outside  Lands  secured  mainly  by  pre- 
emption. The  history  of  these  Outside  Lands,  as  well  as  the  sometimes  apparently 
insurmountable  difficulties  that  had  to  be  overcome  in  quieting  disputed  titles,  would 
consume  a  far  greater  number  of  pages  than  this  report  can  devote  to  them,  and  they 
are  mentioned  only  because  some  of  them  eventually  had  to  be  acquired  in  order  that 
they  might  be  included  within  the  limits  of  the  projected  park. 

Pre-emption  Claims 

During  the  first  years  of  San  Francisco's  existence  as  a  city,  nearly  all  of  these 
Outside  Lands  had  been  seized  and  settled  upon  by  a  considerable  number  of  men  who 
became  known  as  "squatters."    In  many  cases  armed  ruffians  were  hired  by  these 
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original  locators  to  dispute  forcibly  the  'City's  title  under  the  old  Pueblo  laws,  and 
these  arbitrary  holdings  not  infrequently  led  to  clashes  that  involved  bloodshed  and 
even  death. 

It  must  be  said,  too,  that  these  "squatters"  were  not  merely  small  settlers  aiming 
to  acquire  permanent  homesteads.  Much  the  larger  proportion  of  them  were  men  of 
considerable  means  and  influence  in  the  community,  and  some  of  San  Francisco's 
largest  landed  fortunes  grew  out  of  the  employment  of  this  influence,  or  armed  force, 
to  dispute  the  City's  title  to  them,  which  in  many  cases  it  was  not  possible  to  legally 
establish. 

These  disputes  were  ended  as  far  as  the  City  itself  was  concerned,  when,  on  January 
1,  1855,  Mayor  James  Van  Ness  signed  the  notable  ordinance  bearing  his  name,  by 
which  the  City  surrendered  its  title  to  all  disputed  public  lands  then  held  by  claimants 
who  were  in  actual  possession  and  maintaining  them  as  bona  fide  landed  proprietors. 

During  the  late  fifties,  several  of  these  now  titled  landowners,  on  speculation  bent, 
sought  to  sell  to  the  City  some  of  the  lands  so  economically  acquired,  to  be  reserved 
for  a  great  future  park.  But  the  lack  of  sufficient  available  funds  forbade  even  serious 
consideration  of  any  of  these  offers,  and  even  if  they  had  been  so  considered,  it  is  quite 
likely  that  the  not  over  wealthy  plebiscite  of  the  then  San  Francisco,  would  have  been 
up  in  arms  to  resist  any  addition  to  what  was  then  considered  an  exorbitant  rate  of 
taxation. 


The  Portals  of  the  Past

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The  Inception  of  Golden  Gate  Park 

To  whom  should  be  accorded  the  distinction  of  having  first  aroused  pubHc  interest 
in  the  prehminary  movements  to  acquire  a  great  pubUc  playground  for  San  Francisco, 
is  a  matter  which  it  is  difficult  to  settle  with  an  accuracy  that  may  not  be  disputed. 
It  is  one  concerning  which  many  stories  have  been  told,  but  most  of  them  appear  to 
have  been  based  upon  sentiment  or  personal  bias  in  respect  of  the  honor  or  credit  to 
be  given  to  this  or  that  individual. 

It  will  be  found  difficult,  however,  to  controvert  the  claim,  based  upon  dependable 
memories  and  such  meager  records  as  now  exist,  that  the  name  of  Frank  McCoppin 
stands  out  in  bold  relief  above  all  others  as  being,  if  not  the  originator  of  the  idea,  at 
least  the  most  energetic  and  successful  champion  of  it.  Throughout  the  numerous  dis- 
putes, agitations  and  conflicts  in  the  era  preceding  the  final  quieting  of  titles  to  outside 
lands,  he  had  always  been  an  earnest  champion  of  the  cause,  and  during  his  several 
terms  of  office  as  Supervisor.  State  Senator  and  Mayor,  his  efforts  to  secure  for  the 
city  of  his  adoption  a  future  great  park  never  relaxed. 

It  appears  to  have  been  during  his  incumbency  of  the  office  of  Mayor  in  1866  that 
his  first  aggressive  eft'orts  were  made  to  enforce  some  definite  line  of  action  in  the  mat- 
ter that  would  set  the  somewhat  clogged  machinery  in  motion.  Prior  to  that  time, 
however,  the  City's  right  to  convey  title  to  the  Outside  Lands  under  the  Van  Ness 
ordinance  continued  to  be  questioned,  and  never  became  ratified  until  the  matter  had 
been  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  As  early  as  1864  Justice 
Stephen  J.  Field  had  rendered  a  decision  in  favor  of  the  City's  claim  to  the  four  leagues 
of  land  embraced  in  the  old  Pueblo  allotments.  During  the  following  year  the  Congress 
approved  that  decision,  and.  armed  by  this  authority,  the  hardy  pioneer  of  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  project  mobilized  his  forces  and  laid  out  a  plan  of  campaign. 

Opposition  was  still  rife,  however,  on  the  part  of  the  land  owners  whose  financial 
coalition  was  necessary,  but  finally  an  agreement  was  reached  to  the  effect  that  they 
would  sacrifice  ten  per  cent  of  their  holdings  and  co-operate  w4th  the  City  in  passing 
through  the  State  Legislature  a  measure  confirming  that  principle.  Then  unexpected 
opposition  from  other  quarters  developed  at  Sacramento,  and  it  is  of  record  that  Frank 
McCoppin  himself  twice  captained  the  small  coterie  of  citizens  that  invaded  the  State 
Capitol  determined  to  fight  the  battle  to  a  finish.  It  is  to  their  credit  to  here  record 
that  they  won,  and  then  came  the  passage  of  the  notable  Order  800,  under  whose  pro- 
visions a  Committee  of  Appraisement  was  appointed,  consisting  of  C.  A.  Stanyan, 
A.  J.  Schrader,  R.  Beverly  Cole.  Monroe  Ashbury  and  Charles  Clayton. 

This  committee  estimated  the  value  of  the  combined  areas  of  park  land  selected  at 
SI, 297, 927,  severally  divided  as  follows:  Golden  Gate  Park,  1,013  acres,  S801,593; 
Buena  Vista  Park,  36  acres,  888,250;  the  City  Cemetery,  200  acres,  S127,465;  Moun- 
tain Lake.  19  acres,  S19,930;  Public  Squares,  15  acres,  $12,935  ;  School  Lands,  68  acres, 
$115,977.  The  report  was  duly  filed  December  7,  1868,  thus  ending  forever  the  long 
and  bitterly  contested  Outside  Land  Title  War,  leaving  the  owners  on  either  side  as 
strongly  protected  under  the  laws  of  ownership  as  deed  drafters  and  official  signatures 
could  make  them. 

The  First  Park  Commission 

On  April  19,  1870,  Governor  Henry  H.  Haight  appointed  the  first  Park  Commission, 
consisting  of  S.  F.  Butterworth,  D.  W.  Connelly  and  C.  F.  McDermott.  This  Com- 
mission organized  at  320  California  Street,  with  S.  F.  Butterworth  as  president  and 
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A.  J.  Moulder  as  secretary.  The  latter  gentleman,  however,  served  a  few  months  only, 
being  succeeded  by  John  T.  Fleming,  who  continued  in  the  office  for  many  years.  The 
first  bonds  were  taken  at  par  by  Abraham  Seligman,  who  was  subsequently  appointed 
treasurer.  A  call  for  bids  was  advertised  for  a  survey  of  the  projected  Golden  Gate 
Park,  and  William  Hammond  Hall  was  awarded  the  contract  as  the  lowest  bidder.  On 
completion  of  this  preliminary  work  Mr.  Hall  was  appointed  superintendent,  and  dur- 
ing the  autumn  of  1871  began  the  work  of  improvement  in  that  section  of  the  reserva- 
tion known  as  "The  Panhandle,"  a  strip  of  land  one  block  in  width  and  extending  from 
Baker  Street  to  Stanyan,  a  distance  of  eight  cit}^  blocks. 

During  the  eleven  years  that  followed,  Superintendent  Hall  led  the  march  of  im- 
provement toward  the  ocean  with  varying  degrees  of  progress,  and  was  then  superseded 
as  active  superintendent  by  Superintendents  Pritchard,  Hennesy  and  McKewen  in  the 
order  named,  when  in  1887  John  McLaren  was  appointed.  This  experienced  horticul- 
turist and  forester  brought  his  indomitable  energy,  keen  judgment  and  strong  initiative 
into  his  difficult  task.  In  completing  the  work  his  predecessors  had  begun,  he  also 
devised  those  newer  and  better  plans  of  development  that  eventually  brought  to  its 
present  state  of  perfection  a  once  almost  arid  wilderness,  making  of  it  an  unbroken 
expanse  of  forest  and  glen,  hillock  and  glade,  gladdened  by  masses  of  eternal  verdure 
and  bloom  from  Stanyan  Street  to  the  sea. 

The  Water  Supply 

During  the  first  decade  or  so  of  the  Park's  existence  the  water  supply  became  more 
and  more  a  matter  of  serious  concern  in  a  financial  sense  as  the  area  to  be  watered 
increased,  in  spite  of  the  liberal  rate  allowed  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 
Here  w^as  an  unexcelled  garden  spot  of  the  future,  projected  to  be  a  region  of  endless 
bloom  and  verdure,  but  located  in  a  waterless  region,  in  a  climate  where  plentiful  irri- 
gation is  an  unavoidable  necessity  during  at  least  eight  months  of  the  year,  and  the 
w^ater  rate  continued  to  be  a  heavy  burden  in  those  days  of  economical  park  appro- 
priation. In  1886,  however,  Frank  M.  Pixley,  then  president  of  the  Park  Commission, 
became  obsessed  by  the  belief  that  an  adequate  water  supply  could  be  secured  within 
the  limits  of  the  Park  itself.  After  consultation  with  Alfred  Poet,  engineer,  an  experi- 
ment was  decided  upon,  and  W.  B.  Bradbury  was  employed  to  sink  the  first  well  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  near  the  southeasterly  base  of  Strawberry  Hill.  The  experiment 
proved  so  successful  that  a  pumping  station  was  erected,  with  the  result  that  a  sup- 
posedly ample  reservoir  on  the  side  of  the  hill  was  kept  constantly  overflowing. 

Later  on,  however.  Superintendent  John  McLaren  reported  that  even  this  hopeful 
supply  of  precious  irrigating  fluid  was  not  at  all  of  sufficient  volume  to  supph^  the  needs 
of  a  not  very  remote  future.  Upon  this  showing  Commissioners  A.  B.  Spreckels,  W.  W. 
vStow  and  Reuben  H.  Lloyd  were  appointed  to  verify  the  existence  and  test  the 
capacity  of  a  subterranean  stream  believed  to  exist  in  the  depressed  region  south  of 
Strawberry  Hill  and  continuing  on  to  the  ocean  under  the  sand  dunes.  These  efforts 
were  crowned  with  unexpected  success  and  led  to  the  construction  of  what  is  probably 
the  most  interesting  pumping  stations  in  any  other  public  reserv^ation.  This  consists 
of  electric  })umps  and  two  giant  Dutch  windmills,  one  of  which  is  said  to  be  the  largest 
ever  erected,  its  pumping  capacity  being  40,000  gallons  per  hour  in  a  fifteen-mile 
breeze.  Thus  was  it  found  possible  through  great  j:)ublic  interest  avSsisted  by  engineering 
skill,  not  only  to  i:)r()\ide  (iolden  (late  Park  with  more  than  sufficient  irrigation  for  all 
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time,  but  also,  through  the  great  distributing  reservoir  on  Strawberry  Hill,  making 
possible  Huntington  Falls,  Stow  Lake,  Spreckels  Lake,  Lloyd  and  Metson  Lakes,  as 
well  as  the  chain  of  smaller  ones  that  nestle  in  secluded  wooded  depressions  as  if  de- 
signed to  afford  grateful  sanctuary  to  swarms  of  vagrant  water  fowls. 

Animal  and  Bird  Life 

Interesting  collections  of  animal  and  bird  life  have  been  successfully  maintained  in 
Golden  Gate  Park,  and  these  are  gradually  enlarging  through  natural  increase  or  by 
occasional  contributions.  Extensive  ranges  have  been  provided  for  bisons,  elk,  deer, 
moose  and  other  ruminants,  and  it  is  believed  that  not  only  are  these  groups  of  animals 
unsurpassed  in  condition  by  any  others  in  urban  captivity,  but  that  they  thrive  as  \\jell 
in  the  ample  ranges  provided  for  them  as  they  possibly  could  in  their  original  habitats. 
Aside  from  the  native  species  it  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  antipodean 
kangaroo,  as  well  as  other  alien  species,  become  acclimated  without  languishing  in  the 
least  for  their  native  climes.  The  increase  of  the  bison  or  buffalo  herd  has  been  so  fruitful 
that  many  of  them  have  been  sold  to  other  cities  or  private  individuals,  it  being  the 
fixed  policy  of  the  Park  Commissioners  to  establish  its  desire  to  assist  in  preventing 
the  extinction  of  this  interesting  mammal  as  well  as  to  stimulate  the  public  trend  to- 
ward the  study  of  American  animal  life.  The  maintenance  of  carnivora  has  not  been 
encouraged,  for  obvious  reasons.  The  bear  pit,  however,  located  on  the  Middle  Drive 
adjoining  the  buffalo  paddock,  and  which  sprang  into  being  through  the  generous 
donation  of  W.  R.  Hearst,  Esq.,  has  always  been  a  feature  of  keen  interest,  although- 
its  first  tenant,  the  giant  grizzly  bear  Monarch,  for  whom  it  was  erected,  has  long  since 
been  perpetuated  in  dignified  silence  by  the  taxidermist. 

The  interesting  collection  of  wnld  water  fowls  on  Stow  Lake  is  maintained  at  an 
expense  that  is  quite  negligible  in  comparison  with  the  interest  it  creates.  This  is 
always  a  never-ending  source  of  amusement  and  instruction  for  nearly  all  nature-loving 
visitors  to  the  Park,  for  aside  from  the  domesticated  varieties,  such  as  swans,  ducks  and 
geese,  together  with  many  wild  species  that  have  made  this  beautiful  sheet  of  water 
their  home,  the  collection  as  a  w^hole  is  more  or  less  migratory.  During  the  proper 
seasons,  however,  the  canvasback,  the  redhead,  the  sprig,  the  broadbill  and  the  teals, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  peasant  mudhen,  may  be  studied  at  close  range,  and  are  almost 
tame  enough  to  be  fed  out  of  the  hand,  excepting  only  when  approached  by  the  impul- 
sive small  boy  or  the  predatory  idler  in  search  of  mischievous  adventure. 

Nearly  all  varieties  of  native  bird  life  are  represented  in  the  Park,  but  many  alien 
species  have  prospered  and  increased  in  gratifying  numbers.  Time  was  w^hen  considerable 
flocks  of  peacocks  and  pheasants  were  ever  in  full  view  along  the  drives,  but  these  have 
not  taken  kindly  to  the  confusing  noises  of  the  automobile  and  have  found  seclusion 
and  cjuiet  in  the  wooded  thickets  and  protected  fens.  The  quail,  however,  have  long 
since  become  partly  accustomed  to  this  inevitable  invasion,  and  great  co\'eys  of 
them  may  be  encountered  and  admired  in  the  several  spots  reserved  for  feeding  places. 

The  great  Aviary  and  its  surrounding  smaller  units  have  since  their  erection  in  1890 
housed  nearl\-  all  \  arieiies  of  feathered  tribes,  apparently  to  their  entire  satisfaction, 
but  its  reconstruction  and  enlargement  is  now  in  contemplation  in  order  that  all 
reasonable  demands  of  ornithological  science  may  be  complied  with,  for  birds  are  not 
long-lixed  in  captixit}'  and  their  health-gix  ing  recjuirements  arc  many.

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Juvenile  Recreative  Features 

The  most  popular  and  beneficial  of  the  many  spaces  devoted  exclusively  to  recrea- 
tion continues  to  be  the  Children's  Playground,  inaugurated  in  1887,  in  accordance 
with  the  will  of  the  late  William  F.  Sharon,  Esq.,  who  bequeathed  $50,000  for  that 
purpose.  In  addition  to  its  continuous  maintenance,  however,  the  Park  Commission 
has  added  several  necessary  buildings  as  w^ell  as  a  larger  variety  of  amusem.ent  features. 
The  old  merry-go-round  has  been  replaced  by  a  far  more  commodious  one,  the  gift  of 
Alan  H.  Fleishhacker,  who  was  also  the  donor  of  the  popular  kiddy-car  system.  In 
addition  to  the  herd  of  donkeys,  long  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  the  little  ones,  Mr. 
Fleishhacker  has  caused  to  be  imported  from  Asia,  two  young  and  docile  elephants  who 
have  already  been  affectionately  adopted  by  the  juvenile  contingent.  Such  charges  as 
are  made  for  these  features  are  a  mere  fraction  of  those  exacted  in  other  parks.  Those 
that  are  made  for  refreshments  are  notably  small  in  proportion  to  the  service  rendered, 
for  it  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  Park  Commission  to  supply  them  at  prices  as 
closely  approaching  actual  cost  as  has  been  found  possible.  Nevertheless,  in  recent 
months  the  refreshment  booth  at  the  playground,  as  well  as  that  in  the  Chalet  on 
the  beach,  have,  under  careful  management,  been  conducted  without  any  appreciable 
loss.  The  old  Chalet  is  now  replaced  by  a  more  commodious  and  highly  ornamental 
one,  the  conception  of  the  late  Willis  Polk,  and  is  in  a  less  exposed  and  more  pictur- 
esque position.

2  Patronizing  the  Restaurant 
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Concessions  are  Opposed 

While  it  has  often  been  argued  by  interested  operators  that  a  system  of  concessions 
to  showmen  or  hucksters  might  greatly  increase  the  operating  funds  of  the  Park  Board, 
it  has  ever  been  the  policy  of  all  Commissioners  to  deny  such  applications,  with  the 
two  exceptions  of  the  Japanese  Garden  and  the  boathouse  on  Stow  Lake.  These  have 


been  leased  at  nominal  rentals,  both 
being  in  themselves  popular  Park 
attractions  that  should  be  encour- 
aged. Applications  still  continue  to 
be  made  for  permission  to  conduct 
refreshment  stands  and  places  of 
amusement,  or  to  permit  peddlers  to  operate  on  Park  property.  But  these  have 
always  been  denied,  under  the  unwritten  law  that  whatever  Golden  Gate  Park  has 
to  offer  must  be  kept  free  from  the  encroachments  of  speculators  whose  sole 
intention  is  to  conduct  their  enterprises  only  from  motives  of  ostensible  gain.

The  Park  Band 

It  is  believed  that  no  expenditure  made  by  the  Park  Board  is  of  greater  educational 
benefit  or  affords  more  delight  to  visitors  than  is  the  annual  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  Park 
Band,  under  the  direction  of  Ralph  Murray,  in  the  dignified  Music  Temple  of  stone 
donated  by  the  late  Claus  A.  Spreckels,  Esq.,  at  a  cost  of  $75,000,  and  whose  beauty 
has  been  further  dignified  by  its  setting  in  the  vast  shaded  auditorium,  another  striking 
example  of  the  arboreal  genius  of  John  McLaren. 


The  Memorial  Museum 


In  the  sense  that  it  is  devoted  exclusively  to  education  and  information  in  painting, 
sculpture,  antiques  and  historical  relics,  together  with  exhibitions  of  the  applied  arts  of 
all  countries,  the  M.  H.  De  Young  Memorial  Museum  is  a  notable  addition  to  the 
other  instructive  and  entertaining  features  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  This  splendid  monu- 
ment to  the  generosity  of  a 
public-spirited  citizen  had  its 
inception  in  the  creation  of  a 
vastly  elaborated  permanency 
out  of  the  Art  Building  of  the 
Midwinter  Fair  of  1X95-6,  of 
which  M.  H.  De  Young  was 
director  genera^l.  Since  that 
time  he  has,  with  rare  munifi- 
cence, expanded  the  small 
nucleus  into  an  institution 
whose  importance  cannot  di- 
minish in  the  least,  even  when 
placed  in  comparison  with 
similar  institutions  in  many 
larger  cities. 

For  several  years  prior  to 
1916,  moved  by  the  somewhat  The  Pool  of  Enchantment 
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indiscriminate  crowding  of  the  original  museum,  General  De  Young  conceived  the 
philanthropic  idea  of  adding  to  it  a  building  or  group  of  buildings  that  would  contain 
sufficient  space  for  as  complete  a  collection  of  art,  history  and  examples  of  constructive 
labor  as  might  prove  adequate  for  the  future  economic  and  intellectual  growths  of  a 
great  city. 

Fruition  of  this  idea  into  promise  for  a  great  Memorial  Museum  came  on  September 
1,  1916,  when  General  De  Young  submitted  to  the  Park  Commission  elaborate  plans 
which  were  gratefully  accepted  and  the  cornerstone  was  laid  on  April  15,  1917,  with 
appropriate  ceremonies.  Construction  of  the  first  unit  was  begun  forthwith,  in  good 
time  was  completely  finished  and  opened  to  the  public,  and  on  January  2,  1921,  the 
present  splendid  building  was  dedicated.  This  notable  event  was  celebrated  by  the  most 
impressive  ceremonies  in  the  history  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  which  followed  immediately 
after  the  presentation  to  the  Park  Commission  by  General  De  Young  of  the  Deed  of 
Trust.  This  grants  and  aliens  to  Curtis  H.  Lindley,  John  A.  McGregor,  M.  Earl  Cum- 
mings,  Sigmund  Greenbaum  and  A.  B.  Spreckels,  or  their  successors  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  the  Museum,  with  its  entire  contents,  "to  keep,  insure 
and  maintain  the  said  building  and  the  said  contents  therein  as  a  museum  for  the  free 
use,  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  forever." 

Ten  thousand  people  assembled  in  front  of  the  completed  Museum  to  attend  the 
dedication  ceremonies.  Herbert  Fleishhacker,  president  of  the  Park  Commission, 
opened  the  memorable  function  by  stating  the  laudable  purposes  that  inspired  it,  and 
then  introduced  General  De  Young,  who  delivered  a  timely  and  eloquent  address. 
President  Fleishhacker  then  introduced  Mr.  William  F.  Humphrey  as  Chairman  of  the 
Day,  who,  after  congratulating  the  city  upon  its  receipt  of  this  magnificent  gift,  as  well 
as  eloquently  thanking  the  donor  for  having  given  it,  introduced  Mayor  James 
Rolph,  Jr.,  who  formally  accepted  it  as  the  city's  representative.  Eloquent  and  force- 
ful addresses  were  delivered  by  William  H.  McCarthy  and  Hon.  Samuel  F.  Shortridge, 
when  General  De  Young  presented  the  Museum  in  a  gracefully  worded  address,  closing 
with  the  following  words: 

"I  give  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  this  building  and  all  that  it  contains,  with  only 
one  condition  attached.  That  it  shall  never  be  closed  and  that  no  admission  fee  shall 
ever  be  charged."

On  April  14,  1921,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Spreckels,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission, attended  also  by  Mayor  James  Rolph  and  other  prominent  ofificials  and 
citizens,  emphasized  their  public  spirit  and  patriotism  by  making  known  their  inten- 
tion to  present  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  a  replica  of  the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of

Honor  of  France,  as  a  memorial  to  the  heroes  of  their  native  State  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice  in  the  World  War.  This  munificent  intention  was  made  a  permanent 
fact  by  the  presentation  to  the  City,  represented  by  the  Park  Commission,  of  the  Deed 
of  Gift,  the  preamble  of  which  is  as  follows: 

By  the  Grace  of  God,  in  the  name  of  the  Heroes  who  from  the  beginning  of  time 
have  died  to  make  men  free,  and  in  boundless  love  for  the  youth  of  our  own  land 
whose  sacrifices  in  the  World's  War  furnished  the  most  sublime  example  of  devotion  ' 
to  the  cause  of  Humanity,  this  Deed  is  made  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand 
Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty -One. 

In  the  body  of  the  deed  Adolph  B.  Spreckels  and  Alma  De  Bretteville  Spreckels,  in 
deep  love  and  affection  for  their  native  City  of  San  Francisco  and  its  people,  give  and 
grant,  alien  and  confirm  unto  Park  Commissioners  Herbert  Fleishhacker,  A.  B.  Spreck- 
els, M.  Karl  Cummings,  William  F.  Humphrey  and  John  A.  McGregor,  and  to  their 
successors  in  office  forever,  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  building  to  be  known 
as  the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  together  with  all  furnishings,  works  of 
art  or  other  property  to  be  placed  or  installed  now  or  hereafter,  as  a  memorial  of  the 
great  sacrifice  made  by  the  patriotic  sons  of  our  beloved  City  and  Nation  during  the 
late  war. 
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Xo  condition  is  made,  other  than  that  the  Board  or  its  successors  shall  maintain 
the  said  building  and  preserve  its  contents  with  that  dignity  which  shall  best  be  fitted 
to  give  expression  to  those  sentiments  of  honor,  nobility  and  patriotism,  which  the 
building  is  designed  to  commemorate. 

On  February  21,  1922,  the  ceremonies  attending  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of 
this  munificent  gift  from  a  son  and  daughter  of  the  Golden  West,  and  which  when 
completed  will  ha\'e  cost  fully  SI, 500, 000.  were  solemnized  at  the  chosen  site  on  the 
highest  point  in  Lincoln  Park,  in  the  presence  of  a  notable  assemblage  of  men  and 
women,  which  in  addition  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spreckels.  included  Governor  William  D. 
Stephens,  representing  the  State  of  California;  Mayor  James  Rolph.  Jr..  representing 
the  City  of  San  Francisco:  General  Hunter  Liggett,  representing  the  Army;  Admiral 
Halstead.  the  Xa\-y.  and  Brigadier  General  Barnett.  the  Marine  Corps  of  the  United 
States,  together  with  Julien  C.  Xettner.  Consul  General  of  France,  and  Leon  French, 
chairman  of  the  Count}-  Committee  of  the  American  Legion  of  Honor,  who  placed  a 
wreath  on  the  stone  as  a  tribute  to  the  City's  fallen  heroes  in  the  w^ar.  Since  the  holding 
of  this  memorable  function  the  work  of  rearing  this  notable  edifice  progressed  slowly 
but  surely,  and  its  stately  outlines  have  for  many  months  impressed  their  solemn 
dignity  upon  what  is  probably  the  most  inspiring  site  for  any  similar  edifice  in  the 
known  Avorld.

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Death  of  A.  B.  Spreckels 

An  apparently  irreparable  loss  was  sufifered  by  the  Park  Commission,  as  well  as  the 
city  in  which  he  was  born  and  served  so  well,  through  the  death,  on  June  28,  1924,  of 
Mr.  A.  B.  Spreckels  after  a  continuous  service  of  twenty-six  years.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  Commission,  held  July  25,  1924,  General  M.  H.  De  Young  presiding.  Commissioner 
M.  Earl  Cummings  offered  the  following  set  of  memorial  resolutions  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted : 

WHEREAS:  The  inscrutable  will  of  the  Divine  Creator  has  decreed  the  final  re- 
moval from  our  midst  of 

Adolph  B.  Spreckels, 

one  of  the  most  valued  and  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  and  for 
upwards  of  twenty  years  a  dominating  force  in  the  Park  Commission  of  San  Francisco; 
and 

WHEREAS:  His  keen  judgment,  his  constant  magnanimity,  his  business  wisdom, 
his  constructive  enterprise  and  his  unceasing  generosity  have  kept  alive  always  a 
dynamic  mental  and  moral  force,  whose  influences  have  made  a  splendid  perpetuity 
of  the  City's  beauty,  and  written  many  never-to-be-forgotten  pages  upon  the  records 
of  this  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS:  In  the  monumental  construction  and  dedication  for  all  time  to  the 
City  and  the  Nation,  of  The  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  Lincoln  Park, 
whose  purpose  was  adequately  to  commemorate  the  sacrifices  of  his  country's  soldier 
dead  in  the  World  War,  he  has  signalized  his  staunch  patriotism,  his  boundless  philan- 
thropy and  his  deep  devotion  to  the  city  of  his  birth;  Now  then  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Park  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby,  jointly  and  severally,  deplore  the  irreparable  loss  involved  in  his  lamen- 
table summons  into  the  eternal  beyond,  conscious  that  no  greater  one  could  possibly 
have  been  sustained  by  his  associates  on  this  Commission,  or  his  fellow  citizens,  who 
for  a  lifetime  he  has  served  with  unswerving  loyalty  and  devotion;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED:  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  this  Commis- 
sion, and  that  a  copy  of  it  be  appropriately  engrossed  and  presented  to  his  bereaved 
family  as  a  mar|<:  of  our  profound  and  everlasting  sympathy.

On  Armistice  Day,  November  11,  1924,  avast  crowd  attended  the  formal  dedication 
of  the  completed  Palace,  following  a  pre-view  on  the  preceding  evening,  of  the  magnifi- 
cent art  exhibit  loaned  by  the  French  government  for  the  occasion.  Elaborate  cere- 
monies were  held  in  the  grand  open  court  of  the  Palace  with  William  F.  Humphrey  as 
chairman.  Speeches  were  made  by  Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  Eugene  E.  Schmitz, 
Senator  S.  Shortridge,  M.  Albert  Tirman  for  the  Republic  of  France,  and  F.  C.  Ains- 
worth,  speaking  for  the  Loyal  Legion  of  America.  La  Marseillaise  and  the  Star  Spangled 
Banner  were  sung  by  the  Olympic  Club  chorus  when  the  doors  were  thrown  open  to  the 
public  of  San  Francisco  for  all  time.  At  three  minutes  before  noon  the  program  was 
interrupted  by  the  sound  of  a  bugle  above  the  archway  of  the  Palace,  and  all  present 
stood  at  attention  for  one  minute,  not  only  as  a  mark  of  respect  for  the  soldier  dead, 
but  in  honor  of  A.  B.  Spreckels  who  had  been  called  away  before  its  completion. 

The  John  D.  Spreckels  Organ 

On  January  11,  1925,  the  magnificent  organ  presented  to  the  Palace  by  John  D. 
Spreckels  as  an  act  of  appreciation  for  the  spirit  that  inspired  his  brother  to  erect  it, 
was  dedicated  with  equally  impressive  ceremonies.  These  included  speeches  by  Mayor 
James  Rolph,  Jr.,  William  F.  Humphrey,  Paul  Verdier,  John  D.  Spreckels  and  Clay 
M.  Greene,  after  which  was  presented  a  cantata.  "The  Star  of  the  Legion  of  Honor," 
composed  by  Humphrey  J.  Stewart  and  rendered  by  a  chorus  of  fifty  voices  and  an 
orchestra  of  sixty  musicians.

By  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the 
general  election  held  on  November

Academy  of  Science  Buildings 

Although  the  Park  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  splendid 
structures  whose  administration  rests  with  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences,  they 
are  manifestly  entitled  to  laudable  mention  in  this  report,  because  of  their  dignified 
prominence  among  the  educational  features  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  These  include  the 
fine  Museum  of  Natural  History,  in  which  birds  and  animals  are  exhibited  in  strikingly 
lifelike  form,  and  the 

Steinhart  Aquarium 

the  gift  to  the  City  of  the  late  Sigmund  Steinhart  and  his  brother  Ignatz,  deceased. 
This  is  confessedly  among  the  most  notable  of  the  world's  best  known  institutions  of 
its  class,  not  only  because  of  its  distinctly  dignified  style  of  architecture  and  the  com- 
pleteness of  its  equipment,  but  on  account  of  its  constantly  changing  collection  of 

domestic  and  foreign  fishes 
and  mammals  of  the  sea,  which 
daily  attracts  thousands  of 
visitors. 

Field  Sports  and  Athletics 

The  surprising  growth  of 
the  athletic  spirit  during  the 
past  few  years  has  been  a 
source  of  much  concern  to 
several  Park  Commissions  be- 
cause of  the  obvious  difficulty 
of  providing  sufficient  space 
for  games  and  meets  without 
overcrowding.  As  this  spirit 
spread  through  the  years  un- 
til it  began  to  assume  the 
importance  of  a  great  public

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necessity,  to  meet  its  demands  became  a  problem  difificult  of  solution  because  the  more 
liberal  the  provisions  for  the  allotment  of  spaces  the  greater  the  demands  for  more  of  them. 
The  comparatively  large  area  devoted  to  tennis,  for  example,  was  soon  asserted  to^be 
almost  totally  inadequate;  many  acres  had  been  prepared  for  football,  baseball  and 
other  games,  but  it  was  urged  that  these  were  not  sufificiently  large  to  make  public 
field  meets  in  their  larger  sense  possible.  Then  there  arose  an  imperative  demand  for 
a  reservation  which,  while  not  approaching  the  technical  dignity  of  a  great  public

stadium,  would  at  least  afford  temporary  accommodations  pending  the  construction 
of  a  permanent  field  properly  equipped  for  all  athletic  fixtures. 

The  Temporary  Stadium 

It  will  be  recalled  that  many  years  ago  an  admirable  site  was  selected  near  the 
western  section  of  the  Park,  primarily  intended  for  a  speedway  or  track  for  the  speeding 
or  exercising  of  horses,  and  where,  from  time  to  time,  trotting  races  also  might  be  held. 
This  was  constructed  with  adequate  accommodations  for  such  purposes,  including  a 
judges'  stand,  the  gift  of  Frank  C.  Burke,  Esq.  With  the  coming  of  the  automobile, 
however,  its  popularity  waned  perceptibly,  until  attention  was  directed  to  its  adapta- 
bility for  a  future  athletic  field.  Here  was  obviously  the  only  available  space  within 
the  then  Park  limits  that  could  be  given  over  to  the  rapidly  increasing  army  of  athletes, 
and  so,  hastened  by  numerous  petitions  from  active  athletic  bodies,  the  Commissioners 
prepared  the  area  inside  the  trotting  track  for  football  and  baseball  fields,  also  provid- 
ing accommodations  for  important  athletic  meets.  The  results,  however,  were  only 
partially  satisfactory.  Public  athletic  exhibitions  could  seldom  be  held  with  comfort 
to  public  onlookers  owing  to  its  exposed  location  as  well  as  its  inconvenient  distance 
from  street  car  transportation.  Accordingly,  the  Park  Commissioners  charged  their 
minds  with  the  importance  of  eventually  providing  a  proper  stadium  and  athletic  field 
whenever  a  more  advantageous  site  could  be  selected  and  the  necessary  funds  provided. 

Movement  for  a  New  Stadium 

The  topographical  as  well  as  the  financial  solution  of  this  hitherto  difficult  problem 
emanated  from  the  creative  instincts  of  Commissioner  William  F.  Humphrey,  after 
many  conferences  with  Superintendent  McLaren.  In  their  opinions  there  did  not  exist 
within  the  limits  of  Golden  Gate  Park  an  acreage  sufficiently  spacious  for  such  a 
stadium  and  athletic  grounds  as  were  demanded.  That  is  to  say,  with  the  proper  cli- 
matic protection,  except  within  its  southeastern  limits,  and  not  even  there  without  the 
addition  of  certain  lots  of  contiguous  land  belonging  to  the  United  Railways.  The 
project  was  presented  in  all  of  its  essential  details  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  received 
the  cordial  endorsement  of  that  body,  and  under  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  5830, 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  authorized  and  directed  to 
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enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  street  railway  company  for  the  leasing,  with  the 
privilege  of  purchase,  of  certain  real  property  located  on  Lincoln  Way,  adjoining  the 
old  Park  nursery,  for  ten  years  at  the  annual  rental  of  $7,500,  including  the  option  of 
purchase  for  the  sum  of  $77,500.  Encouragement  for  this  speedy  endorsement  of  the 
stadium  project  was  found  in  the  Park  Commission's  statement  that  the  entire  sta- 
dium and  its  surrounding  athletic  features  could  be  constructed  by  an  appropriation

from  the  City  of  $200,000,  added  to  the  munificent  bequest  of  $100,000  provided  for 
in  the  of  Mary  A.  Kezar,  deceased.  The  Board  immediately  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $100,000,  and  in  the  belief  that  the  additional  $100,000  would  be  forthcoming  when 
needed,  construction  was  begun  by  the  Park  Commission.  Willis  Polk  &  Company, 
in  association  with  Geoffrey  Bangs,  Thomas  F.  Chase,  C.  F.  Masten  and  Lester  W. 
Hurd,  prepared  the  plans  for  the  stadium,  basketball  pavilion,  handball  pavilion  and 
additional  tennis  courts  for  the  new  recreational  center  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  the 
contract  for  the  stadium  was  awarded  to  Palmer  &  McBryde,  which  specified  that  the 
work  must  be  completed  in  100  working  days. 

The  Mary  A.  Kezar  Memorial  Stadium 

This  name  has  been  given  to  the  now  completed  stadium  out  of  grateful  considera- 
tion for  the  donation  of  $100,000  under  the  provisions  of  that  lady's  last  will  and 
testament  which  by  agreement  between  the  Park  Commission  and  her  executors  was 
devoted  to  that  most  laudable  purpose.  As  has  been  said  this  is  located  on  the  newly 
acquired  property  and  the  Park  lands  formerly  devoted  to  the  nurseries  stables,  wagon 
sheds  and  the  shops  of  the  mechanical  department.  All  of  these  were  removed  to  a 
more  desirable  site  west  of  the  Children's  Playground,  the  service  features  being  in- 
stalled in  ornamental  modern  buildings  which  form  an  interesting  unit  of  characteristic 
architecture. 

The  stadium  proper,  largely  in  a  natural  depression  that  will  protect  it  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  from  prevailing  winds,  is  a  concrete  oval  bowl  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
22,000  for  the  present,  but  provisions  have  been  made  for  such  enlargement  as  the 
demands  of  the  future  may  require.  Within  its  ample  confines  space  has  been  provided 
for  a  regulation  football  gridiron  and  baseball  diamond,  besides  the  allotment  of  more

than  adequate  room  for  all  high  school,  grammar  school  or  other  athletic  demands  that 
may  be  required  of  it,  including  a  straightaway  cinder  track  of  220  yards  and  a  440- 
yard  track  surrounding  the  oval. 

The  congested  accommodations  of  the  present  nineteen  tennis  courts  are  being 
relieved  by  the  addition  of  six  new  courts  of  modern  design  to  the  east  of  the  bowl,  and 
an  exhibition  tennis  arena  with  a  seating  capacity  of  4,000,  and  which  in  another 
natural  depression  affords  complete  protection  from  prevailing  winds.  Many  enclosed 
handball  courts  have  been  also  provided  for.  The  basketball  pavilion,  also  a  prominent 
feature  of  the  general  scheme  of  athletic  improvement,  was  planned  to  accommodate 
not  only  contests  in  that  popular  game,  but  also  for  indoor  tennis  matches,  with  a 
seating  capacity  of  from  four  to  six  thousand.  The  building  is  also  designed  to  form 
the  nucleus  of  a  club  house  with  training  quarters,  shower  and  locker  rooms  and  proper 
accommodations  for  visiting  teams. 

The  exhibition  tennis  arena  was  formally  opened  to  the  public  November  11,  1924, 
with  a  program  which  included  every  notable  tennis  champion  in  the  country,  and  this 
was  witnessed  by  an  audience  that  overcrowded  the  arena  to  an  unexpected  degree.

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At  the  close  of  the  entertainment,  the  world's  champion,  William  Tilden,  assured 
President  Fleishhacker  that  he  had  never  played  on  a  better  court. 

The  Herbert  Fleishhacker  Play  Field 

This  splendid  and  far-reaching  utility,  to  which  has  been  given  the  name  of  the 
President  of  the  Park  Commission,  is  probably  the  largest  and  most  complete  play- 
ground and  natatorium  yet  projected,  and  is  so  near  completion  that  its  future  possi- 
bilities are  already  splendidly  apparent. 

The  Herbert  Fleishhacker  Play  Field  is  located  at  the  junction  of  the  Great  High- 
way with  Sloat  Boulevard  and  the  new  Sky  Line  Boulevard,  its  area  comprising  60 
acres  of  land  secured  by  purchase  from  the  Spring  \'alley  Water  Company.  While  it 
will  supply  all  of  the  most  approved  equipment  for  many  branches  of  athletics  and  the 
games  and  pastimes  of  children,  its  most  striking  feature  is  the  great  swimming  pool, 
much  larger  and  more  elaborately  equipped  than  any  similar  enterprise  yet  recorded 
in  athletic  history. 

The  great  natatorium  at  Athens,  660  feet  long,  has  hitherto  held  the  record  as  to 
size,  but  our  own  vast  pool  or  tank  is  1.000  feet  long  by  100  feet  wide,  with  an  offset 
in  the  center  section  150  feet  wide  by  100  feet  in  length,  which  has  been  so  designed 
to  accommodate  50-yard  straightaway  races,  water  polo  and  other  swimming  events 
requiring  arbitrary  spaces.  This  section  has  an  average  depth  of  six  feet.  The  pool 
in  its  entirety  has  a  depth  graduated  by  a  uniform  slope,  with  a  maximum  of  nine  feet 
on  the  north  and  three  feet  on  the  south  end.  At  the  north  end  there  is  also  a  diving 
section  fifty  feet  square  and  fourteen  feet  deep,  with  diving  towers  calculated  to  accom- 
modate all  heights  of  dives. 

The  capacity  of  this  great  pool  is  8,000,000  gallons  of  salt  water,  aft'ording  a  surface 
sufficient  for  10,000  bathers  at  the  same  time,  with  appliances  for  filhng  and  refilling 
as  rapidly  as  would  be  possible  in  a  body  of  water  of  its  tremendous  size.  The  retaining 
walls  are  of  reinforced  concrete  with  the  submerged  surfaces  so  treated  as  to  be  com- 
pletely proof  against  the  action  of  salt  water,  thereby  ensuring  its  perfect  sanitation 
as  well  as  its  enduring  permanency. 

The  service  structures  on  the  ocean  side  of  the  pool,  highly  ornamental  in  design 
and  construction,  were  built  after  plans  by  Ward  &  Blohme,  architects,  and  contain 
800  dressing  rooms,  hundreds  of  steel  lockers,  many  fresh  water  showers  and  ample 
rest  rooms  below,  while  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building  are  an  elaborate 
cafeteria  and  ice  cream  saloon  with  entrances  from  the  Sky  Line  Boulevard.  Approx- 
imately 1,000  nearly  full-grown  trees,  transplanted  from  the  more  congested  regions 
of  Golden  Gate  Park,  have  been  placed  to  protect  the  pool  on  the  ocean  side,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  high  sand  dune  on  the  crest  of  which  stretches  the  beginning  of  the  new 
Sky  Line  Boulevard.  A  promenade  50  feet  wide  surrounds  the  entire  structure,  and 
this  is  further  beautified  by  a  bisecting  strip  of  lawn,  with  an  Alameda  effect  of  pine 
trees  25  feet  apart  to  furnish  shade  and  shelter. 

Closely  adjoining  the  swimming  pool  is  the  athletic  field,  which  is  provided  with 
five  baseball  diamonds  and  ten  tennis  courts,  while  in  the  more  secluded  section,  much 
of  which  is  heavily  wooded,  is  the  wide  spreading  Children's  Playground.  This  is  fitted 
with  swings,  a  mammoth  merry-go-round,  gymnastic  paraphernalia  and  the  most  ap- 
proved devices  for  health-building  amusements  of  the  City's  little  ones,  while  a  more 
secluded  area  has  been  reserved  for  a  wide  spreading  picnic  ground. 
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The  Mothers'  House 

This  gift  of  Messrs.  Herbert  and  Mortimer  Fleishhacker,  adjoining  the  Children's 
Playground,  in  memory  of  their  mother,  Deha  Fleishhacker,  is  a  unique  and  beautiful 
addition  to  the  permanent  buildings  of  the  City's  park  system.  The  site  selected  is 
on  the  edge  of  the  space  devoted  to  the  pastimes  and  exercises  of  children.  As  its  name 
implies,  it  is  intended  to  serve,  not  only  as  a  resting  place  for  the  mothers  and  children 
who  will  visit  it,  but  it  will  be  provided  with  a  spacious  nursery  department  where 
regular  nurses  will  minister  to  the  little  ones  confided  to  their  care,  and  supply  them, 
at  the  smallest  possible  cost,  with  nourishing  foods  for  them  and  more  substantial 
refreshments  for  their  elders.  It  is  hoped  by  its  generous  donors  to  have  the  Mothers' 
House  completed  and  in  full  operation  by  the  time  when  this  world's  finest  playground 
shall  have  been  thrown  open  to  the  public.  Exhaustive  study  by  experts  has  been 
made  of  similar  existing  institutions  in  other  cities,  in  order  that  the  latest  develop- 
ments in  the  care  of  children  may  be  carefully  noted,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  for 
the  Fleishhacker  Mothers'  House  the  most  complete  appointments  known  to  be  in 
existence. 

Aquatic  Park 

This  notable  addition  to  the  many  recreative  features  of  the  City  projected  or  in 
course  of  construction,  was  first  conceived  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  later  on 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  to  be  by  them  perfected  and 
completed,  in  as  brief  a  space  of  time  as  would  be  consistent  with  the  proper  develop- 
ment of  the  plans  devised  for  it. 

The  first  projected  Aquatic  Park  comprised  approximately  eight  acres  of  land  at 
the  foot  of  Van  Ness  Avenue,  which  for  some  time  had  been  occupied  by  boat  clubs 
and  bathing  pavilions,  but  was  upon  petition  of  citizens  acquired  by  an  act  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  be  devoted  to  marine  activities.  The  Park  Commission,  how- 
ever, discovered  after  careful  inspection  that  the  reservation  was  not  of  such  form  or 
of  sufficient  size  to  proceed  in  conformity  with  the  original  scheme  devised  by  Messrs. 
Bakewell,  Brown  &  Bauer,  architects,  and  the  acquirement  of  additional  property  was 
found  to  be  necessary. 

This  somewhat  difficult  problem  was  finally  surmounted  by  arranging  with  the 
State  of  California  for  the  transfer  of  certain  tide  lands,  and  also  with  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  which  transferred  to  the  City  a  certain  number  of  lots  in  exchange 
for  City  property  adjoining.  The  transfer  also  involved  the  payment  to  the  City  of 
a  substantial  cash  payment  which  provided  for  the  purchase  of  other  needed  lots  from 
private  owners. 

Plans  have  iSeen  approved  for  one  of  the  world's  most  perfect  municipal  beach 
resorts  by  the  Park  Commission  and  Mayor  Rolph,  and  now  await  only  the  formal 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  be  hurried  to  completion.  These  take  full  advan- 
tage of  all  of  the  physical  features  of  the  site,  which  reaches  from  Fort  Mason  on  the 
west  to  the  Hyde  Street  slip  of  the  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company  on  the  east.  Primarily 
it  will  include  a  great  basin  nearly  1,500  feet  in  diameter,  walled  in  by  a  massive  con- 
crete bulkhead,  semi-circular  in  form,  1,600  feel  long  and  60  feet  wide, 'extending  from 
the  shore  line  of  Fort  Mason  to  a  point  approximately  1,400  feet  directly  north  of 
Van  Ness  Avenue.  The  Government  has  consented  to  assist  in  the  project  by  the 
removal  of  its  wharf  to  a  jioint  250  feet  west  of  its  present  location.    For  about  800 
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Scenes  in  Fleishhacker  Play  Field

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feet  from  the  foot  of  Van  Ness  Avenue,  there  will  be  a  pier  of  open  construction,  with 
"wave  baffles"  from  there  to  the  end  of  the  pier.  This  arm  will  create  a  safe  harbor 
for  small  boats,  as  well  as  being  a  safeguard  against  the  washing  away  of  the 
bathing  beach  by  "northers."  It  is  contemplated  that  many  of  San  Francisco's  boat 
clubs  as  well  as  the  smaller  yacht  clubs,  will  erect  permanent  quarters  on  the  eastern 
side  of  this  basin,  the  entrances  being  from  the  roadway  atop  the  breakwater.  On 
the  southern  side  of  the  basin  will  be  bath-houses,  playgrounds,  rest  rooms  and 
spaces  for  varied  amusements. 


Improvement  of  Marina  Yacht  Harbor 

The  Yacht  Harbor  on  the  Marina,  constructed  during  the  Panama-Pacific  Ex- 
position, together  with  the  mooring  berths  maintained  by  the  Park  Commission,  have 
been  in  such  constant  demand  that  plans  have  been  completed  for  its  enlargement 
to  about  eight  times  its  original  size.  This  great  yacht  harbor  will  be  constructed  by 
creating  an  arm  extending  from  the  northwest  corner  of  the  present  harbor  in  a 
northerly  and  easterly  direction,  and  dredging  the  filled  in  land  for  four  blocks  east. 
It  is  believed  that  the  San  Francisco  Yacht  Club  will  undertake  this  work  if  it  be  per- 
mitted to  erect  a  clubhouse  on  adjacent  park  land  and  to  moor  therein  the  boats  of 
its  members. 

The  paramount  feature  of  this  splendid  project  will  be  not  only  greatly  to  beautify 
the  present  somewhat  conventional  park  vista,  but  it  cannot  fail  to  greatly  increase 
the  value  of  taxable  property  in  that  section  of  the  city. 


A  Bridle  Path 
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Smaller  Parks,  Plazas  and  Squares 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  smaller  public  properties  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park 
Commission  of  San  Francisco,  giving  their  locations,  areas  and  boundaries,  together 
with  brief  references  to  improvements  made,  under  way  or  projected,  as  well  as  their 
present  condition: 

Alta  Plaza — 11.90  acres,  bounded  by  Jackson.  Clay.  Steiner  and  Scott  Streets. 
It  is  laid  out  in  a  somewhat  elaborate  terraced  effect,  is  in  a  flourishing  state  of  cultiva- 
tion and  commands  a  view  of  almost  the  entire  City. 

Alamo  Square — 12.70  acres,  bounded  by  Fulton.  Hayes.  Steiner  and  Scott  Streets, 
is  well  lawned  and  wooded,  besides  being  most  picturesque  in  its  situation  and  to- 
pography. 

Balboa  Park — 97.98  acres,  formerly  the  House  of  Correction  reservation,  is  ex- 
tensively planted  in  garden  and  forestry  effects,  but  in  response  to  a  demand  for  in- 
creased recreation  facilities  in  its  immediate  neighborhood,  a  large  part  of  it  has  been 
given  over  to  ball  lields  and  play  grounds. 

Bay  \'iew  Park — Approximately  30  acres,  and  made  up  of  gifts  from  Wm.  H. 
Crocker  and  the  Bay  Mew  Impro\'ement  Company.  To  these  the  City  later  added  the 
lots  formerly  occupied  by  the  City  Pest  House,  the  Avhole  forming  an  exceedingly 
picturesque  park  position  commanding  an  unobstructive  view  of  the  bay  and  the 
Alameda  shore.  Trees  ha\-e  been  planted  along  its  western  limits  and  roadways  con- 
structed, but  otherwise  its  only  use  so  far  has  been  that  of  a  picnic  ground  for  the 
numerous  families  residing  in  its  neighborhood. 


The  City  from  Buena  Vista  Park 
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Berxal  Park — 2.20  acres,  is  bounded  by  Precita  and  Vernon  Avenues,  Alabama 
and  Folsom  Streets.  It  has  been  treated  in  a  simple  lawn  effect  bordered  by  an  avenue 
of  acacia  trees  and  is  a  popular  breathing  spot. 

BuEXA  Vista  Park — 36  acres,  occupying  a  superb  location  quite  close  to  Golden 
Gate  Park,  and  is  a  rugged  and  heavily  wooded  eminence  whose  summit  is  578  feet 
above  the  sea  level.  This  is  reached  by  an  interesting  system  of  stone  steps,  paths  of 
easy  grades,  and  a  driveway  commanding  an  uninterrupted  panorama  of  the  surround- 
ing city  and  countr^^  for  many  miles. 


Ta7igles  of  Giant  Ferns 
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DuBOCE  Park — 4.36  acres,  bounded  by  Duboce,  Steiner  and  Scott  Streets  and  pri- 
vate property.  The  treatment  of  its  wild  rocky  surface  has  been  most  successful  and 
it  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque  of  all  the  smaller  parks.  A  suggestion  to  segregate 
part  of  this  park  for  playground  purposes  is  still  in  abeyance. 

Columbia  Square — Contains  2.52  acres  and  is  bounded  by  Columbia,  Harrison, 
Sherman  and  Folsom  Streets.  It  is  well  planted  to  lawns,  shrubs  and  trees,  while  its 
contiguous  playground  features  are  a  great  boon  to  the  children  of  a  densely  populated 
district. 


Franklin  Square — 4.40  acres,  is  located  at  Bryant  Avenue  and  Sixteenth  Street. 
Extensive  grading  and  changes  of  its  numerous  slopes  were  necessary  in  order  to  make 
this  property  available  in  a  neighborhood  much  in  need  of  park  space.  The  result, 
however,  has  been  satisfactory  for  the  slanting  lawns  and  pathways  are  invariably 
crowded. 

Fairmount  Park — 1.30  acres.  This  is  a  triangular  lot  bounded  on  two  sides  by 
Bemis  Street  and  private  property,  but  is  still  unimproved. 

Garfield  Square — 2.86  acres,  is  bounded  by  Twenty-fifth.  Twenty-sixth  and  Har- 
rison Streets  and  Harrison  Avenue.  It  has  been  extensively  improved,  and  in  spite  of 
more  or  less  difficulty  of  access  it  has  supplied  a  partly  adequate  resting  place  for  a 
well  congested  district. 
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Huntington  Square  occupies  half  of  a  city  block,  bounded  by  Taylor,  Sacramento 
and  California  Streets  and  a  private  way  adjoining  the  Pacific  Union  Club  property. 
It  is  elaborately  improved  in  a  stately  formal  way  and  is  Nob  Hill's  only  breathing 
spot. 

Holly  Park,  embracing  7.50  acres,  is  a  picturesque  oval  surrounded  by  Holly 
Avenue,  and  was  deeded  to  the  City  in  1866  by  Harvey  S.  Brown  and  John  F.  Cobb. 
It  is  in  a  notably  well  advanced  state  of  cultivation  and  is  also  supplied  with  handball 
and  tennis  courts  and  a  children's  playground.  Recent  improvements  include  two 
concrete  stairways  to  replace  the  abrupt  path  to  the  summit,  also  the  removal  of  the 
skirting  sidewalks,  substituting  therefor  additional  lawn  space. 

Jefferson  Square — 8  acres,  is  bounded  by  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  Gough.  Eddy 
and  Laguna  Streets.  It  is  a  noteworthy  example  of  landscape  gardening  and  is  largely 
patronized  by  the  residents  of  the  neighborhood,  more  especially  women  and  children. 

Lafayette  Square — Contains  9.46  acres,  bounded  by  Washington.  Gough.  Sac- 
ramento and  Laguna  Streets.  HeaAy  expenditures  were  necessary  in  the  making  of 
this  park  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  one  of  the  City's  most  important  residential 
districts.  The  result  has  been  most  satisfactory,  however,  for  the  square  is  in  an  almost 
perfect  state  of  cultivation  and  has  tennis  courts  on  its  elevated  summit. 

McKiNLEY  Square — 4.40  acres,  is  bounded  by  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  L'tah  and 
\^ermont  Streets.  It  is  well  improved,  and  although  largely  formed  of  steep,  hilly 
declivities,  is  plentifully  utilized  by  women  and  children  as  a  breathing  spot  in  the 
absence  of  further  park  facilities  in  the  neighborhood. 

McCoppiN  Square — 7.5  7  acres,  is  bounded  by  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-fourth 
Avenues,  S  and  F  Streets.  It  is  elaborately  planted  to  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs, 
and  has  been  provided  with  se\-eral  tennis  courts  as  well  as  an  excellently  equipped 
children's  playground. 

Mission  Park — 14  acres,  bounded  by  Dolores,  Eighteenth,  Church  and  Twentieth 
Streets.  The  grounds  have  been  made  horticulturally  effective  by  elaborate  plantings 
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of  lawns,  shade  trees,  palms  and  flowering  shrubs,  while  its  recreative  features  include 
two  tennis  courts  and  an  athletic  field.  Out  of  deference  to  many  requests  from  resi- 
dents in  the  neighborhood,  however,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  accommodations  for  these 
features  will  of  a  necessity  be  materially  increased  at  a  no  distant  date. 

Mountain  Lake  Park — 20  acres,  bounded  by  Lake  Street,  Eighth  and  Fourteenth 
Avenues  and  the  Presidio  Reservation.  It  is  connected  with  Golden  Gate  Park  by  the 
Presidio  Boulevard  one  block  wide  and  seven  blocks  long,  constructed  prior  to  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  of  1915,  and  forms  a  picturesque  terminal  for  that  impress- 
ive and  highly  cultivated  esplanade.  It  is  not  generally  known  that  of  the  many 
beautiful  sheets  of  water  in  the  park  system  of  San  Francisco,  Mountain  Lake,  from 
which  the  park  takes  its  name,  is  the  only  one  that  is  not  totally  artificial. 

Portsmouth  Square — San  Francisco's  first  improved  breathing  space,  formerly 
known  for  many  years  as  "The  Plaza,"  is  bounded  by  Clay,  Kearny  and  Washington 
Streets  and  Brenham  Place.  It  is  in  a  well  advanced  state  of  cultivation,  is  a  popular 
breathing  spot  for  a  closely  congested  alien  population.  A  children's  playground,  added 
five  years  since,  makes  it  a  favorite  rendezvous  for  crowds  of  adolescent  Orientals. 

Pioneer  Park,  or  Telegraph  Hill — This  small  reservation,  originally  compris- 
ing only  1.75  acres,  is  of  great  historical  interest  to  the  early  pioneer  families  and  their 
descendants,  and,  moreover,  it  has  long  been  considered  susceptible  of  such  improve- 
ments as  would  make  it  one  of  the  City's  most  picturesque  viewpoints.  The  trees 
planted  some  years  ago  on  its  summit  are  well  advanced.  Two  years  since  Superinten- 
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dent  McLaren  was  authorized  to  permanently  improve  it,  but  soon  demonstrated  the 
inadvisabiUty  of  beginning  the  work  without  the  addition  of  certain  contiguous  prop- 
erties to  admit  of  an  easy  approach  to  an  automobile  concourse  that  should  be  con- 
structed on  that  part  of  the  park  facing  the  bay  on  the  north.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  the  plan  of  improvement  laid  before  it  by  the  Park  Commission,  purchased 
the  lots  desired,  and  entrusted  the  work  of  constructing  an  easy  approach  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works.  This  has  been  completed  and  a  driveway  of  gradual  grade  now  graces 
the  western  side  of  the  hill,  beginning  at  Lombard  Street  and  ending  at  the  concourse 
on  the  summit.  This  was  secured  by  a  "fill-in"  from  the  waste  material  taken  from 
the  driveway,  and  commands  an  almost  unobstructed  view  of  almost  the  entire  City, 
the  Golden  Gate  and  the  bay.  Work  will  begin  forthwith  to  transform  this  signal 
station  of  the  early  pioneers  into  an  artistic  permanency  of  which  they  and  their 
descendants  very  justly  may  be  proud. 

Sharp  Park — This  splendid  property,  near  Salada  and  Brighton  Beaches,  and 
comprising  444  acres,  was  the  gift  to  the  City  of  Honora  Sharp,  who  also  placed  in 
trust  the  sum  of  $80,000  to  provide  for  its  initial  cost  of  development.  Its  present 
location,  to  the  vision  that  is  not  far-sighted  or  prophetic,  may  seem  somewhat  remote 
since  it  is  situated  in  San  Mateo  County  at  no  inconsiderable  distance  from  the  county 
line.  But  the  Park  Commission  existing  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  accepted  it  on  the 
showing  of  Superintendent  McLaren  that  its  future  value  as  one  of  the  beauty  spots 
of  San  Francisco's  park  system  was  already  well  out  of  the  sphere  of  mere  speculation. 
Moreover,  since  the  funds  to  provide  the  preliminary  work  were  already  in  hand,  he 
was  given  instructions  to  proceed  with  it.  During  the  years  since  it  became  part  of  the

park  system,  this  has  progressed  satisfactorily  at  regular  intervals,  until  it  is  now  the 
embryo  plantation  of  many  thousands  of  trees  suited  to  the  soil  and  climate,  reaching 
from  the  range  of  hills  on  the  east  to  the  ocean  beach  on  the  west,  which  within  a  com- 
paratively short  space  of  time  will  be  as  fine  an  example  of  expert  forestry  as  the  City 
can  boast  of. 

The  creative  vision  can  easily  picture  its  long  stretches  of  rolling  land  to  the  east, 
supplying  the  inevitable  future  needs  for  additional  golf  courses;  the  mountainous 
character  of  its  eastern  and  southeastern  limits,  with  its  rugged  canyons  and  rocky 
summits,  suggest  promising  advantage  ground  for  ambitious  hikers  of  coming  genera- 
tions, and  more  water  than  can  be  used  for  all  time  to  come  can  be  taken  from  the 
lagoon  at  comparatively  small  cost. 

SuTRO  Heights — This  beautiful  garden  spot  upon  the  pinnacle  of  Point  Lobos, 
commanding  a  marine  panorama  of  unexampled  magnificence  and  created  by  former 
Mayor  Sutro  as  his  home,  is  included  in  the  park  system  only  through  sufferance  of 
his  heirs.  Under  the  terms  of  his  will,  however,  title  to  it  will  be  vested  in  the  city 
at  such  time  as  the  heirs  now  residing  there  may  determine,  provided  that  such  title 
be  not  created  automatically  by  their  demise. 

SitAL  Rocks — This  interesting  group  of  rocks,  long  considered  one  of  the  principal 
features  of  San  Francisco's  naturally  equipped  museum  of  wonders,  was  deeded  to  San 
Francisco  by  Act  of  Congress,  February  23,  1887,  and  placed  under  jurisdiction  of  the 
Park  Commission,  the  only  condition  of  the  transfer  being  that  the  City  must  "keep 
it  free  from  enc^roachments  of  man  and  hold  it  in  trust  for  the  people  of  the  United 
States  for  all  time." 

Dolores  Street 

This  sj)lendid  boulevard  or  parkway,  which  is  approximately  two  miles  long  and 
125  feet  wide,  bisected  by  a  palm  shaded  esplanade  or  alameda  which  has  already 
reached  the  dignified  aj^pearance  of  arboreal  and  horticultural  beauty,  is  designed  to 
become  one  of  the  most  famous  future  show  places  of  San  Francisco.  Trafiic  congestion 
in  the  City's  streets  has  made  danger  spots  of  several  of  them  upon  which  memorial 
monuments  have  been  erected  at  their  intersection  with  Market  Street  and  many 
demands  have  been  made  for  their  removal.   Numerous  conferences  have  been  held 
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Lincoln  Park  Municipal  Golf  Links 

to  determine  where  to  place  them  so  that  they  may  be  shown  to  the  best  advantage 
through  coming  generations.  Dolores  Street,  by  reason  of  its  great  width,  and  also 
because  of  its  prominence  as  one  of  the  leading  traffic  arteries  from  Market  Street 
southward  to  the  Peninsula,  has  finally  been  chosen  as  the  future  great  outdoor  art 
exhibit  of  San  Francisco.  Work  on  the  removal  of  some  of  the  most  prominent  art 
impedimenta  is  already  well  under  way  and  it  is  believed  that  well  within  the  coming 
year  Dolores  Street,  named  for  the  old  Mission,  now  in  a  fine  state  of  restoration,  will 
be  a  parkway  of  which  San  Francisco  may  well  be  proud. 

Presidio  Parkway 

This  magnificent  esplanade  and  driveway,  one  block  wide  and  eight  in  length,  was 
designed  and  constructed  to  afford  a  commanding  avenue  of  access  between.  Golden 
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Gate  Park  and  the  Panama- Pacific  Exhibition  of  1915,  with  the  Presidio  Reservation 
as  its  northern  connecting  Hnk.  It  has  a  roadway  on  either  side  facing  long  rows  of 
fine  residences  that  have  come  into  being  since  it  was  opened  to  traffic,  and  its  central 
parkway  is  divided  by  a  broad  third  roadway,  shaded  by  elaborate  plantings  of  shel- 
tering trees  whose  growth  has  been  almost  magical  even  for  this  salubrious  climate 
where  plant  life  is  never  dormant. 

Golfing  Activities 

A  special  allotment  of  acreage  for  golfing  w^as  long  ago  set  apart  in  Lincoln  Park, 
and  work  immediately  begun,  notwithstanding  that  other  improvements  were  under 
way  or  projected  which  were  regarded  as  public  necessities.  But  a  halt  was  made  in 
most  of  them  because  the  Park  Commissioners  had  become  aware  that  perhaps  one 
of  the  most  urgent  necessities  in  the  public  recreative  welfare  was  to  provide  the 
people  with  a  municipal  golf  links.  This  for  the  reason  that  this  health-building  pas- 
time might  be  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  extent  at  a  negligible  cost,  in  comparison  with  the 
charges  of  organized  golf  clubs,  which  must  exact  heavy  initiation  fees  and  monthly 
dues  quite  beyond  the  reach  of  much  the  larger  percentage  of  the  golf-loving  public. 
The  results  have  been  notably  successful.  This  beautiful  links,  whose  every  green  and 
fairway  commands  an  almost  unobstructed  view  of  Golden  Gate  and  the  Pacific  Ocean; 
that  is  more  picturesquely  located  than  any  other  within  the  public  knowledge,  soon 
became  so  popular  during  the  comparatively  few  years  of  its  existence  as  to  be  uncom- 
fortably congested  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays.  This  fact  in  itself  demon- 
strated the  need  of  further  golfing  accommodations  so  that  all  lovers  of  the  game  might 
be  properly  served,  and  measures  were  taken  at  once  to  secure  sufficient  acreage  in  a 
convenient  location  with  unexpected  success. 

Harding  Park 

Out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  President  Warren  G.  Harding  who  died  in  this  City, 
the  new  Municipal  (lolf  Course  was  giv^en  his  name,  and  for  the  added  reason  that  much 
of  his  time  during  his  brief  stay  here  was  passed  on  links  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
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Harding  Park  Municipal  Golf  Course

hood.  This  exceedingly  desirable  location  was  made  available  with  the  cordial  consent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  pursuance  of  which  the  Park  Commission  was  enabled 
to  lease  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  with  the  privilege  of  purchase,  a  tract 
of  170  acres  lying  between  the  two  arms  of  Lake  Merced,  and  so  alluring  in  a  topo- 
graphical sense  as  to  provide  a  new  municipal  golf  course  that  will  be  quite  the  equal 
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of  the  most  approved  ones  in  that  already  famed  golfing  district.  The  greens  and  fair- 
ways are  already  in  perfect  form  for  playing,  and  golfers  may  be  assured  that  well 
before  the  autumn  season  this  course  will  be  ready  to  receive  expert  players  on  its 
gently  rolling  surface  of  eighteen  holes,  while  beginners  will  find  the  best  accommoda- 
tions for  learning  the  game  on  the  six-hole  practice  course.  Work  is  now  well  under 
way  to  provide  for  a  commodious  club  house,  designed  by  George  W.  Kelham,  which, 
when  completed,  will  have  cost  $70,000.  It  is  being  constructed  on  the  unit  system, 
the  first  unit  being  fully  completed,  and  the  other  units  will  be  added  as  soon  as  the 
public  demand  for  them  shall  have  arrived.  It  is  located  in  a  picturesque  position  on 
an  arm  of  the  lake,  which  will  be  spanned  by  a  bridge  reached  by  a  road  from  Sloat 
Boulevard,  and  the  new  spur  of  the  Municipal  Railway  will  afford  easy  approach  by 
a  few  minutes'  walk.  In  the  meantime  it  will  be  reached  by  an  easy  drive  on  a  road 
beginning  at  the  Sky  Line  Boulevard  near  the  Fleishhacker  Play  Field. 

In  the  meantime  the  municipal  links  at  Lincoln  Park  have  not  been  overlooked. 
Such  part  of  it  as  was  allotted  to  the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  has  been 
well  compensated  for  by  the  securing  of  a  concession  from  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment for  a  corresponding  area  from  the  United  States  Government  of  the  Fort  Miley 
Reservation.  Now  the  stately  outlines  of  this  gorgeous  edifice  have  made  golfing  in 
sight  of  its  great  facade  and  terrace  a  never-ending  source  of  delight,  as  well  as  causing 
a  deep  sense  of  reverence  for  the  munificent  public  spirit  that  created  it. 

El  Camino  Del  Mar 

During  the  year  1920  the  area  of  Lincoln  Park  was  increased  by  the  purchase  from 
the  Sutro  estate  of  75  acres,  lying  to  the  west  of  the  park,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
rugged  cliffs  and  indentations  of  the  entrance  to  Golden  Gate,  and  on  the  south  by  the 
boulevard  that  forms  the  extension  of  Geary  Street  near  Sutro  Heights.  These  added 
75  acres  were  decided  to  be  unfitted  for  golfing  purposes  owing  to  their  many  hills, 
gullies  and  rocky  promontories,  and  on  suggestion  of  Superintendent  McLaren  a  great 
winding  boulevard  was  projected,  which  affords  throughout  its  entire  course  one  of  the 
world's  most  picturesque  marine  panoramas.  Work  has  already  progressed  almost  to 
the  point  of  completion,  which  may  be  expected  within  the  coming  year.  This  splen- 
did driveway  will  be  70  feet  wide,  with  a  grass-bordered  pathway  fifteen  feet  in  width, 
and  the  now  brush-covered  hillsides  will  in  the  future  be  further  beautified  by  the  shade 
and  shelter  of  thousands  of  pine  and  cypress  trees  already  planted  and  growing  vigor- 
ously. The  name  given  to  this  superb  reclamation  of  hitherto  useless  lands  is  El 
Camino  del  Mar  (Road  to  the  Sea). 

The  Projected  Lincoln-Harding  Parkway 

This  is  the  riame  that  was  given  by  the  Park  Commission  in  a  resolution  passed 
October  24,  1923,  to  a  projected  great  boulevard  or  parkway,  an  enterprise  placed 
under  favorable  discussion  at  a  meeting  with  the  Harding  Memorial  Fund,  after  which 
that  body  agreed  to  contribute  its  efforts  and  funds  toward  its  construction.  This  is 
designed  to  connect  Lincoln  Park  with  Harding  Park,  the  name  given  to  the  new 
Municipal  golf  course  at  Lake  Merced,  and  its  scope  and  general  idea  of  direction  and 
construction  is  best  furnished  by  a  cjuotation  from  an  address  recently  delivered  by 
Superintendent  McLaren  in  this  City. 

"There  is  especially  needed  a  boulevard  connecting  Lincoln  Park  with  Golden  Gate 
Park,  similar  in  character  to  the  Presidio  Parkway,  and  including  a  block,  say  between 
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Great  Higlmay 

Thirt\'-hfrh  and  Thirt\--sixth  Avenues,  and  continuing  across  the  Park  to  Lincoln  Way, 
where  it  should  communicate  with  a  similar  boulevard  running  from  Golden  Gate  Park 
to  Sloat  Boulevard  and  Lake  Merced.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  result  would  be 
as  satisfactory  as  the  Presidio  Boulevard  has  proven  to  be,  and  quite  as  valuable  in  an 
economic  sense." 

In  respect  to  the  economic  value  of  this  splendid  parkway,  and  the  great  increase 
of  property  \-alues  there  since  its  completion  on  the  opening  of  the  Panama-Pacific 
Exposition  of  1915.  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  report  of  Superintendent  McLaren  for 
1924.  which  will  be  found  on  another  page. 

The  Great  Highway 

This  majestic  boule\'ard.  skirting  the  ocean  shore  along  the  western  limits  of  Golden 
Gate  Park,  has  been  the  dream  of  nearly  all  Park  Commissioners.  Those  of  today  cor- 
dially convey  herewith  their  expressions  of  profound  congratulation  and  gratitude  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  splendid  strides  they  have  made  in  providing  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  with  what  cannot  fail  to  ultimately  become  one  of  the  grandest 
achievements  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  public  improvement,  not  only  as  a  glorious 
scenic  viewpoint,  but  it  also  is  the  main  avenue  of  approach  to  the  great  Skyline 
Boulevard,  designed  to  connect  San  Francisco  with  the  southern  redwoods,  and  of 
which  many  miles  are  already  open  to  public  travel. 
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Total  Expenditures 

The  following  table  of  expenditures  made  by  the  several  Park  Commissions  for 
Golden  Gate  Park,  and  later  on  for  all  the  smaller  parks  and  public  squares  of  San 
Francisco,  from  the  time  of  the  first  breaking  of  ground  in  the  Panhandle  up  to  and 
including  the  present  fiscal  year,  is  offered,  not  only  as  a  matter  of  complete  record, 
but  to  show  that  it  has  not  been  excessive,  in  view  of  the  work  done  and  the  often- 
times opposing  circumstances  and  obstructive  forces  that  had  to  be  met  and  sur- 
mounted.

Beginning  with  the  year  1875,  and  for  thirteen  years  thereafter,  the  different  Park 
Commissions  encountered  many  difficulties  in  the  securing  of  sufficient  funds  for  im- 
provements outhned,  or  demanded  by  the  pubUc,  owing  to  the  frequent  changes  made 
in  the  tax  le\y  for  Golden  Gate  Park  with  nearly  every  change  of  city  administration, 
and  fluctuating  between  IJ^^  to  3  cents  per  $100.  But  after  the  adoption  of  the  new 
City  Charter  in  1890,  the  control  of  the  entire  park  system  was  vested  in  the  City 
government,  and  all  the  smaller  parks  and  squares  were  placed  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Park  Commission,  provided  by  a  tax  levy  of  six  cents  per  hundred  dollars. 
Nevertheless  at  times  the  Commission  has  been  hampered  in  its  activities  by  changes 
in  this  tax  levy,  according  to  the  political  complexion  of  the  City  government,  which 
fluctuated  between  five  and  seven  cents  per  hundred  dollars  for  several  years,  until 
finally,  under  the  administration  of  Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  it  was  placed  at  ten  cents 
per  hundred  dollars,  where  it  now  remains. 

The  above  table  of  expenditures  for  all  the  parks  of  San  Francisco  during  the  past 
fifty-four  years  presents  a  sum  total  that  is  considerable,  but  the  aggregate  figures  in 
comparison  with  the  expenditures  of  other  American  cities,  some  of  them  smaller  than 
our  own,  clearly  demonstrate  that  the  various  Park  Commissions  of  San  Francisco 
have  been  commendably  economical,  when  the  wide  scope  of  their  activities  are  con- 
sidered. Furthermore,  it  is  believed  that  if  during  the  years  of  San  Francisco's  park 
upbuilding,  it  had  expended  as  much  money  for  its  widespread  park  system  in  propor- 
tion to  population  as  have  several  of  these  cities,  Golden  Gate  Park  must  have  become 
not  only  the  most  beautiful  and  incomparably  situated,  but  also  the  most  magnificently 
adorned  public  recreation  space  extant,  with  no  admitted  rival. 

A  Few  Financial  Comparisons 

With  a  view  of  affording  those  who  are  most  interested  in  the  park  system  of  San 
Francisco,  opportunities  for  comparison  between  our  own  expenditures  and  those  of 
other  large  cities,  a  correspondence  was  recently  inaugurated  with  the  Park  Com- 
missioners of  several  of  them.  The  result  has  not  been  wholly  satisfactory  for  the 
reason  that  some  of  the  secretaries  reported  a  reluctance  to  make  such  reports;  others 
that  they  had  no  means  for  making  searches  of  their  records,  and  many  ventured  no 
replies  whatever. 

The  City  of  Chicago,  however,  replied  through  Frederick  Rex,  Municipal  Reference 
Librarian,  and  J.  F.  Neil,  Secretary  of  the  South  Park  Commissioners  of  Chicago,  and 
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the  information  received  from  them  will  furnish  details  from  which  the  comparison 
sought  for  readily  may  be  drawn.  The  letter  of  Mr.  Rex  is  given  in  part  as  follows:

Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  3rd  inst.,  requesting  information  relative  to  the 
cost  of  the  park  systems  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  we  wish  to  state  that  Chicago 
has  within  its  city  limits  twenty-four  separate  local  governmental  agencies,  which 
independently  spend  taxes  and  other  public  monies. 

Seventeen  of  these  local  governments  are  independent  park  districts,  all 
levying  taxes  for  park  purposes  within  their  respective  boundaries. 

According  to  the  Report  of  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Chicago  for  the  year 
1920,  86,899,972.00  were  levied  for  park  purposes  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  in 
the  year  1921  the  amount  of  taxes  levied  in  the  city  for  park  purposes  was 
89,429,767.00. 

We  are  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  leaflet  issued  by  the  County  Treasurer  for  the 
City  of  Chicago  for  the  year  1922,  showing  tax  rates  for  various  park  districts.

The  leaflet  referred  to  by  Mr.  Rex  shows  that  the  tax  for  the  South  Side  Park  alone 
was  no  less  than  S6.45  upon  each  SlOO  of  assessed  valuation,  and  that  the  tax  upon 
nearly  all  of  the  smaller  parks  were  from  three  to  four  times  greater  than  the  total  tax 
levied  in  San  Francisco  for  all  smaller  parks,  plazas  and  squares.  The  population  of 
the  South  Side  district  of  Chicago  is  approximately  900,000,  or  probably  200,000  more 
than  the  present  estimated  population  of  San  Francisco,  and  yet  the  tax  for  park  pur- 
poses amounts  to  approximately  S2.45  per  capita,  while  that  of  San  Francisco  is  in 
the  neighborhood  of  SI. 47.  West  Chicago's  expenditures  for  the  same  period  were 
83,525,959.95,  or  in  nearly  the  same  ratio  of  excess  of  expenditures  according  to  popu- 
lation. 


San  Francisco  from  the  Eleventh  Green,  Lincoln  Park 
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Buffalo,  a  city  of  relatively  equal  size  with  San  Francisco,  reports  park  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  year,  1921-1922,  of  8986,417.81. 

Detroit,  which  is  perhaps  a  trifle  larger,  reports  a  total  park  cost  of  SI  1,750,186, 
for  ten  years  less  than  the  age  of  San  Francisco's  park  system,  and  expenditures  for 
the  past  fiscal  year  of  8769,693. 

The  report  from  Baltimore  is  interesting.  The  park  system  of  this  city  was  pur- 
chased and  is  being  extended  and  improved,  as  well  as  maintained,  out  of  a  special 
franchise  tax  upon  the  street  railways,  creating  what  is  known  as  the  Park  Fund  or 
Park  Tax.  In  1860  the  tax  was  25  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts,  but  reductions  were 
made  from  time  to  time,  and  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  the  tax  has  stood  at  nine 
per  cent  of  the  gross  street  railway  receipts.  The  revenue  from  this  source  amounts 
now  to  81,130,000,  but  the  Department  has  other  revenues  from  rents,  etc.,  so  that 
the  receipts  for  1922  were  81,172,798.75,  all  of  which,  and  more,  was  spent  for  main- 
tenance and  improvements. 

There  is  one  exceedingly  important  factor  in  favor  of  San  Francisco  when  compara- 
tive estimates  are  made  with  park  expenditures  of  other  cities.  From  four  to  five 
months  of  the  year  maintenance  and  improvements  of  Eastern  parks  is  reduced  to  a 
small  fraction  of  those  expenditures  for  other  months,  since  the  operating  force,  aside 
from  that  in  the  offices,  is  confined  to  those  that  keep  the  ice  ponds  free  from  snow 
and  the  foot  paths  clear.  San  Francisco's  park  expenses  are  the  same  during  the  entire 
twelve  months  of  the  year,  and  in  addition  constant  watering  of  lawns  and  gardens  is 
necessary  for  at  least  eight  months.  Therefore  it  is  claimed  that  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  San  Francisco  have  vastly  more  to  do,  and  relatively  less  money  to  spend, 
than  any  large  city  in  the  United  States  offering  any  comparison  with  it  in  population. 
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The  Park  Builders 

During  the  more  than  half  a  century  of  the  existence  of  Golden  Gate  Park  and  the 
smaller  parks  and  squares,  all  expenditures  have  been  made  under  the  direction  of 
Boards  of  Park  Commissioners  selected  by  reason  of  their  acknowledged  fitness  for  the 
duties  expected  of  them.  These  boards  were  composed  of  men  of  sufficient  public 
spirit  to  sacrifice  many  hours  each  month  away  from  their  business  activities  that 
Golden  Gate  Park  might  be  given  to  the  public  and  so  perfected  and  elaborated  as  to 
endure  for  all  time  as  a  monument  to  their  loyalty  and  far-sighted  enterprise.  A  table 
is  given  below  of  the  individual  commissioners,  including  the  dates  of  their  several 
appointments  and  the  officials  who  appointed  them.  For  twenty  years  following  the 
beginning  of  park  construction,  commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  State  Governors, 
but  on  the  adoption  of  the  new  City  Charter  in  1900,  appointments  have  been  made 
by  Mayors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  all  expenditures  are  directed 
by  those  Commissioners.

Death  of  M.  H.  De  Young 

On  February  15,  1925,  the  unexpected  demise  of  General  De  Young  deprived  the 
Park  Commission  of  an  enthusiastic  member,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  one  of  its 
most  progressive  citizens,  the  realm  of  philanthropy  of  one  of  its  most  notable  figures, 
and  his  country's  journalism  of  a  forceful  and  dominant  personality.  The  high  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  by  the  public  at  large  was  made  manifest  at  his  funeral  three  days 
later,  when  St.  Mary's  Cathedral  held  one  of  the  largest  congregations  of  mourners  in 
its  history. 

The  vacancy  created  by  the  passing  of  General  De  Young  was  filled  by  Mayor 
James  Rolph,  Jr.,  a  few  days  later,  who  appointed  Mr.  George  Tourny  of  the  San 
Francisco  Savings  and  Loan  Society. 
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Conclusion 

It  is  confidently  asserted  by  this  Commission  that  there  is  no  pubUc-spirited  citizen 
of  this  commonwealth  who  will  not  point  with  unstinted  pride  to  Golden  Gate  Park 
as  it  now  is,  in  comparison  with  its  unpromising  condition  fifty-four  years  ago,  when 
the  first  spade  was  turned  to  create  the  splendid  esplanade  known  as  "The  Panhandle," 
and  later  when  the  pioneer  husbandmen  crossed  Stanyan  Street  and  began  the  beauti- 
fication  of  nature-forgotten  hills,  valleys  and  shifting  sand  dunes  on  toward  the  sea. 

In  closing  the  main  body  of  this  report  the  Commissioners  express  their  profound 
belief  in  the  theory  that  a  city's  expenditures  for  park  purposes  should  not  be  consid- 
ered a  definite  appropriation.  Long  experience  and  constant  observation  have  fastened 
upon  their  minds  the  knowledge  that  such  expenditures  should  be  regarded  as  wise 
investments  in  which  no  loss  is  possible.  This  for  the  reason  that  it  can  be  shown, 
conclusively  and  undebatably,  that  every  dollar  expended  in  this  direction  has  been 
in  each  instance  more  than  doubled  by  the  increased  valuation  of  taxable  property. 
This  contention  was  clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Commission  issued  in  1912  and 
edited  by  Hugh  M.  Burke,  Esq.,  which  concludes  as  follows:  "Hence  the  Commission- 
ers contend  that  San  Francisco  could,  if  its  Charter  permitted,  make  no  better  invest- 
ment than  an  allowance  of  one  million  dollars  annually,  for  the  next  three  or  four  years, 
to  meet  the  adequate  expenses  of  park  features  worthy  of  the  City."
